JOINT STIPULATION OF SUREWEST TELEVIDEO,
d/b/a SUREWEST BROADBAND, (U-6324-C) AND CITIZENS
TELECOMMUNICATIONS COMPANY OF CALIFORNIA, INC. (U-1024-C)

In exchange for mutual promises, SureWest TeleVideo d/b/a SureWest
Broadband (“SureWest"), Protestant, and Citizens Telecommunications Company of
California, Inc. (“Citizens”), Applicant, hereby stipulate as follows:

(1) Citizens.agrees to, and does herewith, file modifications to its price floors for the
services subject to the Application as reflected in Confidential Exhibit 1.

(2) Citizens agrees to, and does herewith, file a modification of its Advice Letter 902
to increase the proposed end-user rate of the Option Local Calling Plan created
by the Advice Letter to $17.50 per month.

(3)  Citizens herewith agrees to, and joins with SureWest in requesting, the
consolidation of the Commission’s consideration of the instant Application with its
consideration of Advice Letter 902. '

(4)  Upon the filings specified in (1) and (2) above, and contingent upon Citizens
making no further changes to either the Application or the Advice Letter,
SureWest hereby waives its right to file a Protest of Advice Letter 902, as
amended pursuant to (1) and (2), above.

(5) Pursuant to Citizens’ making the filings called for by (1) and (2), above (which
SureWest hereby acknowledges are made concurrent with this Stipulation),
SureWest hereby withdraws its Motion to Intervene in this proceeding (A.05-01-
020) and withdraws its Protest of Citizens Advice Letter 902.
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(6)  SureWest further agrees that, pursuant to the filings called for by (1) and (2), it

. will not, in the future, protest the prices proposed in future Advice Letter filings
relating to the service plans proposed in Citizens Advice Letters 898, 899, 900
and 902, as long as the proposed prices exceed the price floors outlined above.

As a result of this Stipulation and the filings made pursuant to it, SureWest and Citizens

agree that this case is ready for evaluation by the Commission’s Telecommunications

Division and, thereafter, for the issuance of a final decision.
